support charge ie all the more grave because if ia true 
the crvatallised expression of an undying hope cherished through endless 
centuries, is not receiving the support of the Jewish nation, Why ? 

Mentor himself seeks to find the explanation in “the lack of unity 
of purpose, the lovalty, the lac k of ipline, the k of that se 
of obligation to a great cause which demands self suppression ; in jealoney, 
Uridue self-assertiveness, inordinate self-opinion,”’ and so forth,’ T have no 
doubt that within certain limite your contributor is right, especially when 
judging the Movement from withif, bat only within limits. For instance 
Dr. Gaster in this week's issue of the Jewrsa Crmontone asks, “* where is 
Nordau, where is Marmorek, where is Kann, where ia Bodenheimer, where is 
Katvenelsoha And myself would add: Where is Zangwill, and where 
are all those other outstanding figures whose names lent lustre to the Zionist 
movement ? ds it suggested that it is “lack of purpose, lack of lovalty, or 
petty jealousy” which cause these men to go on ploughing their lonely 
furrows at a time when Zionism is languishing for want of support } More 
than that, what mit that keeps the bulk of the Jewish middle classes ontside 
the fold of Zionism, and this at a time when anti.Jewish feeling is rampant 
throughout the world ; are we to Suppose that this general and deliberate 
aloofness is due to no deeper cause than a mere attitude of indifference? 
Is it suggested that Jews everywhere are so happy and contented in their 
respective environments as to be dead to the call of a great National cause t 
It is unthinkable 

I was struck very forcibly by a sentence in the letter which Dr. Samuel 
Daiches contributes to the current issue of your paper. “At the last Con. 
gress.” he writes, “I was impressed every day by the thought that if we had 
neither a Mizrachi party nor a Poale Zion wing, but were all Zionists pare 
and simple, our progress would be much greater.” Ef the foregoing represents 
the mental! attitade of official Zionism then | any not surprised at the lack of 
support. Lt wonder if Dr. Daiches would care to define what he widerstands 
by the term “a Zionist pure and simple.’ To my way of thinking a cause 
which TO opposition ia calae devoid of inspiring force. and aA move. 
ment which has no room for divergent views is a movement lacking in Inherent 
strength. I hope that Dr. Daiches’ implied wish will never be realised, 
because a nation which is incapable of disagreement is also a nation incapable 
of progress. 

I quite agree with “‘ Mentor ” that if it were possible to seoure the united 
effort and support of the Jewish nation as a whole the realisation of the 
Zionist ideal could be brought within the bounds of practical possibility, 
and this within a reasonable number of years, Where TI differ from him is in 
regard to the causes which militate against the enlistment of that support, 
In my opinion these catises are to be found in two definite directions, One 
is the Zionist camp itself. 

Some little time ago, at a meeting of the Board of Deputies, a promi. 
nent member stated that though he believed in Zionism he kept away from 
the Movement because he found it impossible to get along with the Zionista. 
The statement was made in rather blunt terms, but the thought that Hes 
behind it has considerable force. There are thousands of Jows in England 
who fee! the same way. And IT don't blame them. Quite unintentionally, 
De. Daiches seems to have expressed the real Zionist mentality, whieh would 
grind down every individual to fixed and rigid articles of faith, The unex- 
pressed watchword of most Zionists is, “ Those who are not with us are against 
us.’ In effect this means “ eliminate all opposition.” And this process of 
slimination has gone on until there are veritable flelds of lonely furrows, 
ploughed by men of incomparable talent, Apparently Zionists have not 
yet mastered the elementary principle that criticism is the greatest driving 
force Known in all forms of democratic government,

residence in London during which some of her Bast Knd activities were 
renewed, the couple decided to give effect to their cherished project of setting 
up their permanent home in the Holy Land on the estate acquired some 
yoars previously, npon WW hich in the interval a suitable residence had been 
erected, The new settlers on Palestinian soil were not destined to pursue 
their plans for any longth of tune, ‘ Shortly after the outbreak of war thes 
returned to Ragland, the husband entering the army and the wife taking up 


sorvioe on the land, ‘Their stay un Palestine had, however, been long enough 


to enable them to win the confidence of the native population, and they 


had the satisfaction of ity all fo the development of their 
property by native labour during their absence, while they themselves were 
responding to the call of their British citizenship and playing their part 
worthily as a son and daughter of Mother Bugland.

Mk. MOSES ZEIFERT (New York). 

The death has ooourred In New York of Mr. Moses Belfort. who waa

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMML 


CXKIL—THE SHEMANG, AND THE 
LANGUAGE OF PRAYER, 
My Dean 


From time to time my old friend the Viear comes to consult me 
about various aspects of Jewish life and thought, and the other day he 
inquired as to the meaning of the Shemang, He had heard the word; tt 
had been intimated to him that it was something holy, and he desired to 
know its true significance 

I pointed out to him that in all probability the roading of the Shemang 
was one of the oldest rituale among Jews, Of ite importance there can 
be no doubt. Rabbi Simon ben Jochai in the second century said that if 
only a man reads the Shemang twice a day he fulfila hia duty which bids 
him study the Law daily. Nay, the recital of the Shemang was even more— 
POUL Wr OM, leis obvious that the groat significance 
of the prayor lies in ite declaration of the Unity of God, Ata time when 
Trinitarian doctrines wore spreading, it seemed to the teachers of Jewry 
a matter of vital necessity to provide the means whereby the Jew should 
be reminded daily of the great fundamental difference between Judaism 
and Christianity. So Rabbi Elearar ben Avariah, who lived in the 
seoond century, gave a pootical turn to the meaning of the Shemang. “It 
is," he said, “as though God said to Isracl: You have chosen me, and I 
have chosen you.” Rabbi Elavar, who lived a century later, deploted 
God as opening seven beavens in order to prove to Israel that God is one, 
and that Israel, being wholly convinced thereby that God alone exists, 
bears testimony dally to the Unity of God. Some teachers have maine 
tained that the Shemang contains the gist of the Ten Commandments, 
while the mystics have counted tho words of the three sections of the 
Shemang, and have discovered that they contain 248 words, corresponding. 
they suggest, to the 248 limbs of the human body. 


Of the three sections the first is the most important: “ Hear, O Israel, 
the Lord our God, the Lord isone.” It is followed by a peculiar doxology 
“Blessed be the name of his glorious kingdom for ever and ever.” 
Tradition says that the author of this doxology was Jacob. On one 
oocasion Jacob enguired of his sons what view of God they were inc!ined 
toadopt, and they informed him that their inclination was to adopt his; 
whereupon he exclaimed, “ Blessed be the name of his glorious kingdom 
for ever and ever.” Another record connects the doxology with Moses, 


who, when he was on Mount Sinai, hoard the angels using the formula 


and brought itdown to earth for Israe!. In all probability, the doxology 
was nothing more than one form of saying Amen; indeed, it was so used 
in the Temple service on the great Day of Atonement. When the High 
I'riest uttered God's name in the Holy of Holies, the people in the court 
yard without cried out, “ Blessed be the name of his glorious kingdom for 
ever and ever.” 

In the process of time, strict rules have been laid down for the 
recitation of the Shemang, _ It should be uttered “ when thou liest down,” 
that is in the evening; and, “ when thou risest up,” that isin the morning 
It should be read with great attention, Rabbi Elarar, who bas already 
been mentioned, was careful to suggest that during the recitation of the 
Shemang, & man should not wink his eyes, nor draw his lips, nor motion 
with his fogers. Py RP) VIPS POV POL’ AR 
VMEIYNS. At public worship, the first paragraph should be real care 
fully and harmoniously by the congregation, According to the Rabbis 
when lIarac! reads the Shemang in harmony, God says (using a phrase from 
the Song of Songs), “Let thy voice be heard.” But when Israel reads 
the Shemany disharmoniously, God says (again using a phrase from the 
Song of Songs), “ Flee away.” Extremely pious people follow the example 
of Rabbi Judah I,, who covered his eyes with his hands while saying the 
Shemang , they also utter every letter in the first sentence with distinct 
ness, and devotion 

I pointed out to the Viear that while all this may seem strange to 
twentieth century conceptions, the spirit underlying it is surely fine. It 
is a desire to express a principle which is vital for the Jewish people, 
namely, the unity of God. So important is it, that, though the Rabbis as 
& rule favoured the use of Hebrew, the language of Holy Writ, as the 
medium of prayer, they made an exception in the case of the Shemang. 
They taught that a man may recite this prayer in any language he under 
atoxl, The method of reasoning was: “ Hear, O Israel,” denotes under 
atand, that is to say, understand the meaning of the words; and, there 
fore, any language might be be used for the purpose, ANY p> 933 roy 
POY. Maimonides puts the mattor even more plainly, POY OW Rw 
AAV’ P33. 

This point particularly interested the Vicar, who asked whether 
thore was any specific Jewish teaching about the language of prayer. I 
tokd him that while a good many purists among ancient teachers 
advooated the use of Hebrew without exception, there was a strong 
movement in favour of having recourse to the language which a man can 
understand, The Mishna itself declares categorically that the Shemeang 
and the Grace after moals might be recited in any language the worshipper 
chooses, In Greek-speaking communities, Greek was certainly the 
languege of prayer among Jews, and in modern times vernacular 
ta: g@a jos have been used and are still used for the purpose of prayer 
There is no doubt that those people who to-day claim that Hebrew need 
mot nocessarily be the language of prayer, have a good many ancient 
authoritios on their side. The “Shulchan Aruch” distinotly states that 
prayor may be uttered in any language— 993 The 
claim is abundantly allowed ip a passage in the Jeorusalom Talmud. 
But it is a question of policy, Sinoe Hebrew is not a living tongue, if it 
were removed from the aynagegue, a largo number of Jews might not be 
With it at all, and this would be a prey.

"Similar achoolsa exiated in Jaffa, Tiberias 
and Safed,” said Mias Geller. “When it had 
been in existence for three years, the 
Shoshanna School in Jerusalom was sold 
by the League to Mra. Shoshanna Pereitz, 
of Moscow. Mra. Persitz maintained the 
School for one-and-a-half years, and did 


much for itduring that period; but she. 


Mies Ada Gelle. could not find sufficient sale for the lace in 
Russia and was compelled to give up the 
eatablichment. The School so valued her good services that to this day 


it beara her name, Dr. Thon, who was at the head of the whole of the 
lace industry in Palestine, was very interested in the Lace School in 
Jerusalem. and ‘Dr. Thon and I decided to continue to run the 
inatitute withvut further help. For this purpose Dr. Thon went to Europe 
to find a market for the lace, and one was also found in Egypt. We then 
had more orders than we could execute. The League in Berlin received 
the lace from the other lace schools, but the Shoshanna School maintained 
itaelf independently by orders from Port Said, until the war broke out and 
niade trade with Egypt impossible. 

“Daring the war, the Lace School in Jerusalem employed as many 
as eighty pupils; women also worked in their homes,” proceeded Miss 
Geller. “We received loans from various relief funds until in the last years 
of the war German and Austrian troops came to Palestine. The lace, 
which is very popular among tourists, was sold to the officers. The same 
thing happened after the British occupation. British officers bought 
lace, and so we sold the whole of our production at home. The other 
achools of the League were gradually closed after the war, as there were 
no moans of supporting them through trade on the Continent, in conse. 
quence of the low rates of exchange. The Shoshanna Schoo! then sent 
work, to be done at home, to the best workers in Jaffa and Safed. We 
have clever home workers there who earn up to £6 a month. 

“The number of pupils and home workers is about eighty in Jerusalem 
and twenty in the provinces, making one bundred lace workers altogether. 
There are, of course, Many more in the country who understand how to 
make lace, and if the industry is put on a business basis, as | wish and 
hope may be done, more girls and women could be employed in the towns, 

“Although the school has only been in existence thirteen years 
(proceeded Miss Geller), including the years of the war, very much has 
been done in the development of lacecraft. When we began, we found a 
primitive craft and some Arabic patterns, but, thanks to the industry of 
the pupils, the desgnua supplied by the Bezalel School, and the clever 
finwera of our Jewesses in Palestine, we bave advanced our lacecraft and 
patterns more than any other schools can show in such ashort time. The 
patterns are of an Rastern-Jowish character, comprising mostly objects, 
animals, and fruits of the country. 

“By reason of the well sunlit, roomy workrooms and rather short 
working hours (F to & hours a day), the Shoshanna School has bad the 
amatiost peroentage of eye affections of all other institutions. Most of the 
eye affections in Palestine are caused by dirt, and as lace work requires 
very clean hands, that is the reason for the good condition of the eyes of 
those who work it, Near sighted workers are not accepted, and during 
the ten years | have been the directress of the school | cannot recollect 
one case of Weak sight caused by the work, 

‘During the last two years the school has received great assistance 
from the American Joint Distribution Committee. Its Director, Dr. de 
Sola Pool, who has since left Palestine, took a great interest in the 
development of this industry, Since the death of Dr. Sara Thon, who 
did so much for Jerusalem lace, the institute is much in need of friends 
and patrons, 

* Tae lace recently had its chief market ia Egypt, bat that market is 
now largely closed because of the commercial and political crisis there. 

“Tn London there is a Committee of the Culture League, under the 
presitenoy of Mra, Friedlander. It has undertaken to sell the lace in 
Pugland by arranging drawing-room meetings, exhibitions, eto. Laat 
year the ladies remitted about £500 for lace sold, which helped the schoo! 
very muoh, 

“My desire is to establish the lace industry on a purely commercial 
basia, for Which purpose T came to London a few weeke ago. In apite of 
the bad business conditions genorally, I have effected some good sales and 
taken some onders, | have found some large business firms who were 
interested fn lace, and I ahall soon go to Holland and continue my work 
there, But those are plans for the future, and as we have a large stock 
of lace here in London and need money for further work, the ladies of the 
Culture League here have decided to work hard this winter for the sale of 
the lace, The Jewish public, and partioularly the ladies, could help the 


sohool very much by buying ovr lace for presents and for personal use.

rhe dream of Solomon, as recorded in the third chapter of the Vira 
Hook of Kings, has formed an apt text for countiogns homilies. The atory 
ia a peculiarly attractive one to the average man and woman, tnsomuch 
neocauwe the moral of it runs counter to the average Inatineta of moat human 
wings, The atm of life with the majority of as is ease, comfort, luxury, 
power, | arthly honour, It is left for the idealiat to ask neither poverty nor 
dehes, but only that which is sufficient unto him. And the reason ta not 
far to cook When we bear in mind the estimate which the world, for the 
moat part, puta on the lives of men and womem, and how it marks their 
coons with just the gauge of one or other of the attainments, the 
material attainments, for which most of us strive, Yet it is curious that 
» little regard te paid to the glaring paradox which every page of history 
presents for us in this matter. The great men of the earth have not 
Fiovariably been wealthy, as that word ia mostly understood: nor have 
thoy scarcely ever been at ease during their lives; nor have they always 
possessed! power; nor were luxuries constantly poured upon them by 
he fates that watched over them. True there are famous names 
eoorded of those to whom vast power for the time being was reserved. 
Rut the power did not bring riches nor ease, nor comfort, nor even the 
nevinnings of luxury. It fed, but seldom did it satisfy ambition. Cwsar, 
siexander, Hannibal, Napoleon, all these men and men like these attained 
sreat power, but they died either with their ambitions mocking them, or 
with thelr aspirations translated before their eyes as one long vanity. 
in the same Way, we could review the lives of men who in ordinary 
language were successful, and were so deemed because they were 
syocessful only in the material sense, such as in heaping up riches,.in 
building vast luxury palaces and in the things that go to feeding creature 
comforts. And the story of Solomon's dream narrated in the First Book 
of Kings not alone shows us the folly of the material success for 
which we all so crave, but tells us why these things fall so far short of 
the conception of them which human beings nourish.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JRWISH CHRONICLE, 


Sikh, -A number of Zionists and Zionist groups, eapectally in France, 
Helgium, and Holland, have recently made some serious accusations 
against the Executive of the Ziontat Organisation. The Executive 
has hitherto refrained from replying publicly to these attacks. But 
in the interest of the prestige of the Zionist Movement, and in the Interest 
of the Jewish work for Palestine, it is impossible to tolerate any longer 
the dissemination of untrue and slanderous statements about the activity 
of the Zionist Organisation and ite financial adminiatration. We have, 
therefore, resolved to rebut these attacks before the Jewish public, 
by publishing the facts and figures in question. 

Mr. Jacobus Kann, of the Hague, in an interview with him published 
in the Zurioh J/uediasche lreaseentrale of January 27th last, declared that 
the Zioniat Organisation had too many officials and too large offices, that 
we had “a Zionism of bluff and officials, instead of a powerful people's 
movement directed along the right paths.” Mr. Kann also stated that 
a “mad propaganda “ (tolle propaganda) was conducted for the Keren 
Hayesod, and that “the large sims vanished in salaries and other 
expenses, whilst only little is left for economic work.” 

Dr, Max Nordau, Dr. Alexander Marmorek, and twenty-five other 
Zionists in Paris published in the official organ of the French Zionist 
Federation on December 23rd last, a statement which is calculated to 
arouse distrust against the financial administration of the Zionist Executive 
and of the Directors of the Keren Hayesod. In this statement itis said that 
the Keren Hayesod “ commence son travail parla constitution d'une vaste 
bureaucratic largement retribuce, destinée A absorber le plupart des 
fonds qui lai seraient confies” (“ begins its work by the creation of an 
enormous highly-paid bureaucracy, which is destined to absorb) the 
greatest part of the funds entrusted to it"). Ina the leading article of the 
same paper of February ‘rd, it is said “que par le développement 
monstrueux de notre fonctionarisame, lideal dans le sionisme est 
maintenant devenu la course effrroce a des emplois scandaleunsement 
retribues " (“that by the monatrous development of our bureaucracy, the 
ideal of Zionism has become aa unbridled race for scandalously. paid 
posta"). The article further says “que largent recueilli ne doit pas otre 
gaspillé en experiences sociales, ea traitemonts inouls, en subventions a 
une clientele électorale, mais otre uniquement employe a des entreprises 
qui enrichissent notre patrimoine national et fortifeat nos positions 
Sconomiques en Palestine (“that the money llected should not be spent 
in social experiments, in unheard-of salaries, in subventions to an 
electoral clientele, but must be employed solely for undertakings which 
will enrich our national heritage and fortify our economic position in 
Palestine”). 

The organ of the Belgian Zionists, in its issue of Docember 50th last, 
protests that in the Actions Committee “ua grand nombre de decisions 
soit pris par des hommes dependants du mouvement” ("a large number of 
decisions are adopted by men who are dependent upon the movement”). 
The French Zionist organ, in its issue of January 2sth last, excuses the 
absence of Dr. Marmorek from the Zionist Congress on the ground that 


he had already discerned in advance, by the manner in which the Con 


gress Was organised, “que celui ne sera qu'une paradie et gue la voix de 
opposition y sera étoufféee " (“that it would be only & parody, and that 
the voice of the opposition would be stifled"). 

To the foregoing attacks our reply is as follows 

() We protest against the wanton insults and groundless accusations 
that have been directed without the least material justification against 
our officials. It is characteristic that these attacks come mainiy from

a kind of mental catalogue, Tt is when a heart of understanding, such 
as King Solomon asked for before all else, is brought to bear upon facts 
and knowledge, that these live and become reproductive, giving power 
far beyond the material implication of that worl to the one who oan 
thus employ them, It was a great gitt that Solomon asked for, and 
the fact that he threw it away, and igaored it im bis life, makes the 
gift no less great, For understanding Drings Kaowledge much more sucely 
than dows knowledge understanding, is the proverd ascribed to 
the wise King bimself: “Get wirdcm, Dut get understanding too... 
Get wisdom, but with all thy getting, forget not understanding.”

/lontem. In the French Federation, which, ander the loadership of Dr, 
Marmorek, oooupies iteolf continuously with the circulation of untrue 
charges against the Executive and its officials, practically no Ziontat 
work has been done fora long time. The Frenoh Federation in the lant 
Congress year remitted only 600 Shekalim. In those countries where 
there is vigorons Zionist activity and serious work ts done by the local 
leaders, these unheard.of accusations against the Zioniat oMfcials have not 
been raised. The difficulty of refuting the attacks consists in the fact 
that they are intentionally couched in vague and general terms, and never 
atate anything definite in regard to the number, activity, and salaries of 
the officials. That the World Organisation must have oMolals 
goes, of course, without question. The names of fhe oMctals and their 
salaries are published inthe Financial Report of the Executive, which was 
presented to the Twelfth Zionist Congress, The officials are neither 
paid too highly nor is their number too large. Besides the members 
of the Executive there are in Europe fifteen gentlemen in the permanent 
service of the Zionist Organisation, namely, the departmental secretarios 
of the London Central Office, the heads of the Berlin Office of the 
Executive, and the director of the Palestine Office in Vienna. In view 
of the manifold and complex political, financial, and organising problems 
with which the Zionist Executive has to deal, the number of these 
officials cannot be regarded as too high. There are also, of course. 
officials in the various Zionist institutions, viz., the Jewish Colonia) 
Truat, the Anglo-Palestine Company, the Jewish National Fund, and the 
Keren Hayesod, and, furthermore, in the various Zionist Federations and 
separate Unions, But in no case is the number of the staff too great. 

The assertion that paid officials direct the Movement according to 
their own will, that we have a Zionism of officials instead of a 
people's. movement, is utterly absurd. The Zionist Organisation 
is conducted by the Executive elected by the Congress. The officials 
work under the control and in accordance with the instructions of the 
Executive. They have never given any ground for the assertion that 
they influence the Movement unduly. The Congress was the outcome of 
free elections, entirely uninfluenced by the Executive or its officials. The 
assertion is also untrue that delegates in opposition at the Congress were 
restricted in their opportunity of speaking or that it was impossible for 
them to speak. The truth is that the utmost liberty of speech was 
accorded to the speakers of the opposition. It is, furthermore, untrue 
that decisions in the Actions Committee were carried by “men dependent 
upon the Movement.” The Actions Committee was elected by the 
Congress, according to its discretion, as a controlling body, and comprises 
the leaders of the larger Federations and parties. Even if it included a 
great number of persons who are paid officials of the Organisation, 
this could not diminish the authority of ‘the Actions Com- 
mittee, since it was elected by the Congress. But as a matter 
of fact, among the twenty-five members who havea right to vote there 
are only two in the service of the Zionist Organisation. Both of 
these were formerly members of the Executive, who, by virtue of 
their many years’ activity, can make the strongest claim to serve on 
the Actions Committee. This was recognised ‘by the Congress in its 
election of these centiemen. 

(2) The main reproach of Messrs. Kann, Marmorek and their friends 
is directed against the financial administration of the Zionist Organisaa. 
tion. These gentlemen and their followers, the Executive is compelled 
to declare, have in a light-hearted manner, without any material 
foundation, formulated unjustifiable charges which may cause the most 
serious detriment to the prestige of the Organisation. The tota) expendi. 
ture of the London Office in salaries to members of the Exeontive, to the 
secretaries and other members of the staff, and in rent, stationery, 
telegrams, postage, ete., amounts to £2,200 per month. There are also 
allowances for travelling and other occasional outlays as well as a subdven 
tion to the Committee of Jewish Delegations, aggregating on an average 
£500 per month, thas making altogether a total of £2,700 per month. 
Such an amount cannot by any means be regarded as too high for the 
administrative expenditure of the Zionist Organisation ; on the contrarv. 
it is small. 

The Zionist Organisation has to exercise control every year over 


. hundreds of thousands of pounds that pass through its treasury; it has to 


exercise supervision over large companies such as the Jewist Colonial 
Trust and the Jewish National Fund; it has the duty of establishing 
colonising undertakings in Palestine, conducting political negotiations, 
and, finally, of maintaining intact close relations with hundreds of 
thousands of adherents in all parts of the world, So manifold and com. 
plicated are these tasks, that, with the limited means and resources at 
our disposal, it is extremely dificult to cope with them. 

We naturally make every endeavour to avoid unnecessary expenses, 
and shall always be ready to examine proposals aiming at the reduction 
of individual items of expenditure; but it would be impossibe for any 
administration to effect any appreciable reduction of the figures mentioned. 

(8) Of the money collected for the Keren Hayesod, not a penny is used 
for the aforementioned expenditure by the Zionist Organisation. This 
money is intended exclusively for Palestine, and is used only for this 
purpose. But the establishment and organisation of such an enormous 
collecting apparatus as the Keren Hayesod required obviously involves 
expenses which must be defrayed out of the onllections themselves. The 
exponses at the beginuing tn launching the propaganda and organising the 


collecting apparatus are naturally higher than they will presumably be 
in the future,

The New Moslem Council in Palestine. 
[From a Correspondent.) 

The establishment under an official Ordinance of a representative Moslem 
Council to administer the Lands, Religious Inetituttons and Legal questions 
of Islam in Palestine is a new departure which deserves detailed examination, 

Before the British occupation there was no national organisation and no 
gtrong national feeling among the Arabs in Palestine. Under the Turkish 
regime, Palestine, as a territorial entity, bad no separate existence, The 
Pashalik of Jerusalem was not in all matters under the direct control of 
Constantinople, and many questions, particularly those of a military nat ure, 
wore referred to the Superior Governorate of the Lebanon. Thus, some yoars 
ago, a Palestine Jew desired to establish a match factory. The matter came 
before the authorities at Constantinople, who, alleging that the use of explosive 
materials was involved, referred the matter back to the Governor of the 
Lebanon. The Governor refused permission for the establishment of the 
factory, and the scheme fell through, In the-days of Turkish rule Jerusalem 
was not regarded as of any practical importance in the world of Islam, even 
by the most fanatic Moslems, and the Mos jue of the Rock, as well as that of 
El Kasa, were nothing more than deserted and neglected shrines which had 
never been of any importance in any period of Moslem history. They were 
never seats of Moslem literature. They sent forth no great Imam, nor waa 
any great Moslem interred there, For a short period there was an 
Insignificant local college in what is now called the Temple Area; but 
t has long since been reduced to a simple Kuttab, -imilar to what we know 
asa Cheder, To-day it is a row of empty and half-ruined apartments. While 
it ia true that the Arabs of Palestine make frequent pilgrimages to various 
shrine 4, these are chietly to traditional lated with biblical 
eonages, auch as Moses’ Tomb. Elijah's Cavern, Rachel's Tomb, the Tomb of 
Samuel, the ‘Tombs of the Patriarche, and the Tomb of Nebi Salah (a pre. 
Islamiv Arab prophet) ; but none are made to the shrine ol any Moslem 


notable, for the simple reason that Palestine contains no such shrine. On 


the other hand, great importance is attached to Damascus, which is well 
outside the boundaries of Palestine. 

The writer recalls a leading Moslem of Moroceo shedding latter tears 
on learning the news that the French had occupied Damascus, although he 
was Francophil in Morocco itself, and had been speaking in enthusiastic 
terms of the French a few hours before, ‘The whole of Islam was shaken when 
the British ocoupied Bagdad, and especially Kufa, a great seat of Moslem 
oulture to the north of Bagdad ; but although the Indian Caliphate Delevation 
were greatly concerned as to these centres passing out of Moslem hande, 
they did not think it necessary to refer to Jerusalom, While Mee in Moroceo, 
Cairo in Egypt, Damaseus tn Syria, and Kufa in Mesopotamia were on the 
lips of Moslems all over the world, because their names have been inme- 
morially associated with the leaders who have directed the deetinies of Islam 
vince its rise, Palestine has never been a tactor of any unporiance in the 
lelamiec world, 

Sineo the British occupation, two factors have contributed to the creation 
cf Moslem national feeling in Palestine, The first wae the Military Admini- 
tration, which showed itself thoroughly hostile to Ziontst aspirations, and 
dit not disdain to claim the Moslem Arabs as allies in opposing a pollioy 
promulgated by the British Government. It cannot be said that the Pales. 
tintan Moslems took kindly to this propaganda, which to them was more 
alien than the idea of Zionivm itself; and although it did not succeed in ite 
mamediate purpose, it undoubts dly helped to foster in the minds of the 
Palestinian Arabs a sense of their national importance, which they had not 
previously

The New Moslem Council in Palestine. 
[From a Correspondent.) 

The ushment under an officral-Ordinance of a rn 
Louneil to administer the Lands, Religious Institutions and Legal questions 
of Islam in Palestine is a new departure which deserves detailed examination. 

Before the British oceupation there was no national oanisation and pe 
strom? national feeling among the Araba in Palestine. Under the Turkish 
rogime, Palostine, as a territorial entity, had no separate existence. The 
Pashalik of Jerusalem was not in all matters under the direct control of 
Constantinople, and many questions, particularly those of a military nature, 
were referred to the Superior Governorate of the Lebanon. Thus, some years 
age, a Palostine Jew desired to establish a match factor The matter came 
before the authorities at Constantinople, who, alleging that the use of explosive 
materials was mvolved, referred the matter back to the of the 
Lebanon. The Governor refused permiesion for the establishment of the 
factory, and the scheme fell through.
